and cooperation throughout t h e 
audit. 
The examination of the hospital 
records was at the direct request 
of the present board of trustees, 
the stated reason being that for­ 
mer audits by state examiners did 
not fully clarify some of the mat­ 
ters on which the trustees desired 
detailed information. 
Laxity in handling federal pay­ 
roll taxes and money withheld un­ 
der the Public Employes Retire­ 
ment System are among the cita­ 
tions made by the examiner. 
One section of the report says: 
“Since the trustee's took custody 
of its funds from the county on 
Jan. 1, 1954, no federal payr o 11 
taxes withheld from the compensa­ 
tion of the employes had been re­ 
mitted to the collector of internal 
revenue. 
“This delay in making prompt

It is not a new statement of facts but 
many of us in this locality have heard a 
considerable amount of comment, espec­ 
ially among Fayette County farmers, re­ 
garding what Secretary of A^ricult u r e 
Benson recently pointed out to the effect 
that we have spent something around $12 
billion dollars over a period of 25 years on 
federal farm aid programs without basic­ 
ally finding a sound remedy for the prob­ 
lems involved. 
Benson then made the assertion, “these 
costs undoubtedly would be borne willing­ 
ly if the programs attempted solved t h e 
problems, but they have not been solved.” 
Particularly of interest was his further 
comment that all that spending has made 
“little or no contribution to the problem 
of low income farm ers.” 
One nationally known publication, in an 
editorial with reference to the B e n s o n 
statement, summed up the varied reasons 
why federal government intervent i o n in 
agriculture has been a failure over t h e 
years. The most basic of those reasons, it 
said, “is the assumption of farm legisla- 
t o r s and administrators over the years 
that they could defy, indefinitely and with 
impunity, the laws of the market place.” 


The classic example of this was the con­ 
tinuation of r i g i d 90 per cent of pari t y 
price supports for basic crops long after 
the emergency conditions brought on by 
World War II had passed, with the v a s t 
s u rpluses that resulted. Summing up, 
the editorial says, 
. .the goal rn u s t be 
a gradual return to a free market in agri­ 
culture. No other conclusion, ind e e d, is 
possible.” 
Even in the period of arbitrary and un­ 
realistic price supports for the basic field 
crops, other major crops have moved in 
the free market to the advantage of a I I 
concerned. The outstanding example is 
livestock. 
T h e r e have been seasons and years 
when livestock prices were lower t h a n 
producers liked— just as there have been 
s e a s o n s and years when meat pric e s 
were higher than consumers thought reas­ 
onable. But the prices, whether high or 
low, were determined by the natural law 
of supply and demand— not by falli b I e 
human beings. The meat moved into the 
channels of consumption and was eaten— 
instead of moving into storage. And t h e 
meat industry is on a sound and healthy 
basis.

Then too, prolonged alcoholism 
generally results in serious nutri­ 
tional deficienceis. Liver damage 
is frequently present. 


Lessen the Risk 


If there is time, the hospital 
may he able to correct such nu­ 
tritional defects and thus lessen 
the operatic risk 


Even rn non-emergency eases 
an alcoholic’s emotional reaction 
to an operaUon must be carefully 
considered 
by the surgeon. 
It 
probably won’t be the same as 
that of a patient not accustomed 
to excess drinking. 


The patient s personality can 
also influence the outcome of the 
operation, as can his social cir­ 
cumstances. 


There * another thing the sur­ 
geon must consider—anesthesia. 
Depending upon the physical con­ 
dition of the alcoholic, the type 
and method of applying the ane­ 
sthetic varies. 


Necessary Precautions 


If all these problems can be 
resolved and a l l the necessary 
precautions can be taken, then 
tha alcoholic probably presents 
no undue risk for surgery. 
But when time is important, as 
it very often is, alcoholism is a 
definite hazard insofar as ap op­ 
eration is concerned.

Sometimes it’s risky to oper­ 
ate on an alcoholic. 
The possibility that a confirmed 
alcoholic will 
develop delirium 
tremens when taken to a hospital 
for an emergency operation is a 
constant hazard. 
Then too, prolonged alcoholism 
generally results in serious nutri­ 
tional deficienceis. Liver damage 
is frequently present. 


Lessen the Risk 
If there is time, the hospital 
may be able to correct such ru- 
tritional defects and thus lessen 
the operat’ve risk 
Even in non-emergency cases 
an alcoholic’s emotional reaction 
to an operation must be carefully 
considered by the surgeon. It 
probably won’t be the same as 
that of a patient not accustomed 
to excess drinking. 
The patient’s personality can 
also influence the outcome of the 
operation, as can his social cir­ 
cumstances. 
There’s another thing the sur­ 
geon must consider—anesthesia. 
Depending upon the physical con­ 
dition of the alcoholic, the type 
and method of applying the ane­ 
sthetic varies. 


Necessary Precautions 
If all these problems can be 
resolved and a l l the necessary 
precautions can be taken, then 
tha alcoholic probably presents 
no undue risk for surgery. 
But when time is important, as 
it very often is, alcoholism is a 
definite hazard insofar as an op­ 
eration is concerned. 
It’s just one 
more 
argument 
against excessive drinking.

Union Twp Voters

A proposal for an $8,000 bond is* 
sue to purchase and improve ad­ 
ditional land for the Washington 
Cemetery will be submitted to the 
voters of Vnion Township at the 
election next November. 


A resoh tion to place the pro 
proposal on the ballet was adopt­ 
ed by the Vnion Township trust­ 
ee* at their regular meeting, aft­ 
er consulting w i t h Prosecutor 
Kollo M. Marchant, die legal ad­ 
visor of the board. 


This will be a resubmission of a 
proposal which wa* turned down 
by the voters last November. It 
represents the township’s share of 
a proposed $25,000 expansion pro­ 
gram. 


The city, which shares operation 
of the cemetery with the township. 
will pay $17,000 of the total cost.

A 94 A C RE T R A IT , which joins 
the west side of the cemetery, al­ 
ready has been purchased by the 
city for $10,000. The tract was pur­ 
chased when it was decided that 
the available land should be ac­ 
quired 
ithout delay, because the 
cemetery can be expanded only to 
the west. Expansion is blocked on 
the other three sides by the East 
Fork of Paint Creek, the Pennsyl­ 
vania Railroad and U. S. Highway 
22. 


The tract was purchased by the 
city whee the township trustees 
gave assurance that the township 
would fiud a way to pav two-fifths 
of the cost of the land and the 
improvement.

A proposal for an $8,000 bond is- j 
sue to purchase and improve ad­ 
ditional land for the Washington 
Cemetery will be submitted to the 
voters of Union Township at the ¡ 
election next November.

A 9T4 ACRE TRACT, which joins 
the west side of the cem etery, al­ 
ready has been purchased by the 
city for $10,000. The tract was pur­ 
chased when it was decided that 
the available land should be ac­ 
quired 
ithout delay, because the 
cem etery can be expanded only to 
the west. Expansion is blocked on 
the other three sides by the E ast 
Fork of Paint Creek, the Pennsyl­ 
vania Railroad and U. S. Highway 
22. 
The tract was purchased by the 
city when the township trustees 
gave assurance that the township 
would find a way to pay two-fifths 
of the cost of the land and the 
improvement.

ments, calculated to cost around
